education and citizenship in which individual aptitude 
opened the door to higher public ambitions. Service on 
municipal councils was considered an honor and a 
duty and “democracy” was held to be something 
more than a mere phrase. 

Today we find. great changes and many new 
problems facing the present generation in the admin¬ 
istration of municipal government. The rapid pace of 
industrialization and transportation; the trend to de¬ 
centralization; the public demand for more and more 
social services have all combined to throw new 
weights and stresses into the realm of local govern¬ 
ment. At the same time we find a tendency among 
the younger generation not only to bypass the study 
of government but to shy away from public office 
and the responsibilities and criticisms that go with it. 

Many of us are old enough to recall the earnest¬ 
ness with which our fathers tackled the problems of 
municipal government. “ They literally threw them¬ 
selves into local election contests, accepted authority, 
withstood criticisms and carefully financed the pub¬ 
lic works that made the modem towns and cities we 
live in today. They viewed with a wary eye the pater¬ 
nalism of senior governments. They held that true 
democracy required rigid adherence to the principle 
of untrammeled local autonomy. 

- But the fast pace of modem living has brought 
vast changes which too many of us appear to accept 
with little study and with calm complacency. Muni¬ 
cipal councils now accept and even demand more and 
more handouts from senior authority to finance lo¬ 
cal needs. Subsidies for education, hospitals, recre¬ 
ation, roads and streets, fire protection, or what 
have you, have become the order of the day. And 
with all this, local public debt seems to be steadily 
mounting with the large burden still carried by the 
property owners. 

This mounting burden of purely municipal debt 
has gone along with greatly increased provincial sub¬ 
sidies. The old warning that handouts from outside 
sources simply invite increased spending seems to 
apply pretty well today. But there is a breaking 
point. There may well come a time when the source 
that pays the money calls the tune. With every hand¬ 
out goes along a weakening of local autonomy and a 
lessening of a sense of individual responsibility on 
the level of municipal government. This is not only 
an accepted theory but a growing; fact. 

Where the authoritarian principle is permitted 
to intrude, at that point precisely is where true de¬ 
mocracy begins to fray and unravel. The conscious¬ 
ness of this trend 'today is brought forcibly home ^o 
the editors of weekly newspapers of Canada. They 
live and move among the very people who make up 
the grass-roots prosperity of the whole nation. No 
section of the public press is more concerned with 
preserving freedom than the weeklies, and true free¬ 
dom cannot have full sway without the preseration of 
the fullest measure of local * autonomy, excersized dn 
the level of municipal government. 

The time is here for a broad readjustment in 
this country of the whole scheme of responsible, 
representative government. There is a growing trend 
toward a better understanding in Dominion-Provin¬ 
cial affairs. It would appear to be the part and wis¬ 
dom -and statemanship to broaden the conferences on 
national welfare to include outstanding authorities on 
municipal government and build a new framework 
along lines indicated in the Sirois Report. Certainly 
we cannot afford much longer to continue along the 
casual lines that are too much in evidence all across 
Canada today in the realm of municipal affairs.

by the various experimental insti¬ 
tutions to be best suited for the 
different agricultural areas of the 
Province. These recommendations 
are based on years of close study, 
observation and comparison .com¬ 
mon to agriculture in the Pro¬ 
vince. 

In some instances the observa¬ 
tions of farmers do not agree with 
those of the Committee. This is 
to be expected. In a great many 
of these cases the farmers obser¬ 
vation has been based on a relat¬ 
ively- short period. Accurate meas¬ 
urements and other comparisons 
are not usually made. Very few 
farms or farmers-are equipped or 
prepared to make comparisons un¬ 
der controlled conditions, over a 
sufficiently long period of time to 
lend any real significance to the 
results obtained. The testing of 
varieties is the duty of the var- 
ous experimental institutions, in¬ 
volving the co-ordinated work of 
many highly- trained specialists. 

This year Marquis wheat has 
been deleted from the recommend¬ 
ed list. At one time this variety 
occupied between 80 and 90 per- 
ceitT of the area in Western Can¬ 
ada devoted to the production of 
Spring Wheat. Past performances 
and records must not be regarded 
as the ultimate,- otherwise pro¬ 
gress would cease. After years of 
testing and comparing, there is 
-adequate proof that Marquis con¬ 
sistently yields lower‘than That¬ 
cher. In view of its lower yield, 
late maturity, and susceptibility to 
rust. Justification could not be 
found to keep it on the list of 
recommended varieties:

"We are accustomed to think of 
the public health nurses in the 
community as being much more 
concerned with the prevention of 
illness than their colleagues in our 
hospitals." states the Canadian 
Nurses' Association, in a National 
Health Week message.

Their 
insight into the health practices 
that are being ?arried out every 
day gives the 3tudent nurse an ap¬ 
preciation of the value of prevent 
ion that she never loses, no mat¬ 
ter what branch of nursing she 
may eventually go into.

parently well, advising them in the 


matter of immunization, the cor¬ 
rection of physical defects, the 
Importance of periodic health ex¬ 
aminations, every nurse has an 
important role to play as a tea¬ 
cher .of health. 

"Early' in the preliminary period 
of their training, the student nur¬ 
ses are given a thorough ground¬ 
ing in the principles of pereonal 
hygiene. They apply these princi¬ 
ples to their own living habits. 
When they make their first con¬ 
i' tact with patients some two or 
three months after their admission 
to the school of nursing, they con¬ 
scientiously observe and Instruct 
their patients in these principles. 

A detailed study was made by a 
special committee of one of the 
provincial registered nurses' as¬ 
sociations to ascertain the degree 
to which a knowledge of current 
health practices and an aw-arences 
of the social Implications of the 
various diseases is integrated into 
the undergraduate curriculum. The 
findings of this survey showed that 
student nurses in general are able 
to advise patients of community 
resources, clinics, end health serv-

survey made by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. Only 37 per 
cent of this loss was covered by 
insurance, indicating that a rela¬ 
tively small proportion of f_.... 
property is adequately insured a- 
gainst fires. 

It is estmjjAed that 45 per cent carefully 
of theTt.rffi tires occurred in barns 
or odthotises. The farm house was 
the location of 38 per cent of the 
fires, and .15 per cent were stubble, 
bush or grass fires. The remaining 
two per cent of the fires concerned 
machinery and equipmnt. In addi¬ 
tion to buildings, including the 
ftumi home, it is estimated that 
farm'T’q'Qipment was lost or des¬ 
troyed in 16 per\cent of the fires 
and equipment ami livestock in 15 
per cent. \ 

Survey figures show that farm 
fires occur with considerable fre¬ 
quency and show considerable sea¬ 
sonal variation, beingythe most 
common in late spring and sum¬ 
mer. Nearly half of all farm fires 
occur in the four months of May 
to August.
